the election of Lorimer. | 

They dwell upon the fact that the senate 
already is in disrepute with the country at 
large and the regulars, with whom Lorimer 
is associated, fear the effect of the Illinois 
exposure will be to give a real impetus to 
the insurgent movement. They hold that 
the honor of the senate should be consid- 
ered above everything else by a man having 
a title to a seat upon its floor. The Lemo- 
crats feel this as keenly as the Republicans, 
but they are in more of a quandary than the 
Republicans, because an examination of the 
vote by which Lorimer was elected suows 
him to be a 51 per cent Democrat.

Statement No. 1—“ 1 further state to the 
people of Oregon, as well as to people of my 
legislative district, that during my term of 
office I will always vote for that candidate 
for Untted States senator who has received 
the highest number of the people’s votes for 
that position at the general election next 
preceding the election of a senator in con- 
gress, without regard to my individual pref- 
erence.’ 

Statement No. 2—“ During my term of 
office I shall consider the vote of the people 
for United States senator in congress as noth-

ficient.”” 

If hé does not care to subscribe to one of 
these statements the candidate for legis- 
lature may remain silent on the question.

In addition the statutes of Oregon provide— 

* Be it €nacted by the people of the state 
of Oregon: 

* Section 1—That we, the people of the state 
of Oregon, hereby instruct our representa- 
tives and senators in ou gislative assem- 
bly, as suctrofiieers, to vot for and elect can- 
didattes for United States senators from this 
state who receive highest number of votes 
at our general elections.” 


Bound Only by Honor. 


There is no penalty attached to the law 
for its violation. A fegislator breaking his 
ledge cannot be punished. He merely is 
und by honor to redeem his pledged obliga- 
tions to the people. So far the pledge never 
has been broken by any legislator who took it. 
In. the election of Chamberlain, a Democrat, 
dy a Republican legislature, fifty-one of the 
ninety members of the body adopted state- 
ment number 1 and cast their vote—many of 
them against their party preferences—for 
Chamberlain, who had received the highest 
number of votes at the election. 

As compared with this system, the Illinois 
direct primary choice of senators lacks many 
safeguards. The Illinois law does not specify 
whether the members of the legislature shall 
be instructed by the districts or by the state 
‘at large in the vote on the senator. In addi- 
tion, there is no provision for putting a legis- 
lator under a compelling obligation to abide 
by the instruction. 


Provides for Referendum. 


The Oregon law also provides for an initia- 
tive and referendum of the state legislation. 
The legislature may provide for the submis- 
sion of a statute to the peopleor after its pas- 
sage 5 per cent of voters may, by petition, ob- 
tain its submission to the people. At any 
time eight per cent of voters may, by peti- 
tion, submit to the people the proposed legis- 
lation which, if approved, becomes a law 
without the intervention of the legislature.

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TAFT ADMITS USE 


OF LAWLER DATA. 


(Continued from first page.) 
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ton to prepare his answer. On Monday, 
Sept. 6, Mr. Ballinger reached Beverly, ac- 
companied by Mr. Lawler, the assistant at- 
torney general of the department of justice. 
assigned to the interior department. 


Goes Over Charges Carefully. 

„Mr. Ballinger sent to my house on that 
day the answers of the various persons Con- 
cerned, together with a voluminous record of 
exhibits. I had a cenference with him the 
evening of the day he came, Sept. 6, and then 
on the following evening, Sept. 7. I talked 
over the charges with Mr. Ballinger the first 
evening and asked such questions as sug- 
gested themselves, without intimating any 
conclusion, and said that I wouid examine 
the answers and the record, and would see 
him the next day. 

“I sat up until 3 o'clock that night reading 
the answers and exhibits, so that at my next 
conference I was advised of the contents of 
the entire record, and had made up my mind 
that there was nothing in the charges upon 
which Mr. Ballinger or the others accused 
could be found guilty ef either incompetency, 
inefficiency, disloyalty to the interests of the 
government, or dishonesty. 

In the discussions of the second evening 
Mr. Lawler, who was present at my sugges- 
tion, discussed the evidence at some length. 
I said to Mr. Lawler that I was anxious to 
write a full statement of the case, and set out 
the reasons for my decision, but that the time 
for my departure on a lung western trip, oc- 
cupying two months, was just one week from 
that day; that I had six or seven speeches 
to deliver at the beginning of that journey, 
and that I could not give the time to the 
preparation of such a detailed statement, 
and opinion as I would like to render in the 
matter. I therefore requested Mr. Lawler to 
prepare an opinion as if he were president. 


Receives Draft from Lawler. 
During the 8th, @th, and 10th I gave such 
consideration to the Glavis record as was con- 
sistent with previous engagements, but paid 
no attention to the speeches. On the 9th I 
telegraphed the attorney-general to come to 
Beverly in order that I might consult him in 
respect to the case. 

He arrived there Saturday afternoon. 
Sept. 11. and, pursuant to an appointment 


made by telephone, he came to my home on 
Sunday morning, Sept. 12. He then deliv- 
ered to me the draft of opinion prepared by 
Mr. Lawler and said that he had had an op- 
portunity on coming from New York to 
read the answers of Mr. Ballinger and others. 
I then said to him that I' had made up my 
mind as to my conclusions and had drafted 
part of my opinion, but that I wished him to 
examine the full record and bring me his 
conclusions before I stated mine. He took 
the whole record away. 

During the day I examined the draft 
opinion of Mr. Lawler, but its thirty pages 
did not state the case in the way in which I 
wished it stated. It contained references to 
the evidence which were useful, but iis criti- 
cisms of Mr. Pinchot and Mr. Glavis I did 
not think it proper or wise to adopt. I only 
used a few paragraphs froi it containing 
merely general statements. 


Asked Analysis from Aid. 


“The attormey general returned in the 
evening with notes of the examination which 
he had made, and reported to me the con- 
clusions which he had reached, which were 
in substantial accord with my Own. We then 
discussed the matter at some length, par- 
ticularly some points of dw which were in- 
vajved, and took up the opinion which I 
had finished and made a number of altera- 
tions, and as the result of that discussion, I 
determined the final form which I employed 
and signed the same on Monday, Sept. 13. 

“The conclusions which I reached were 
based upon my reading of the record, and 
were fortified by the oral analysis of the 
evidence and the conclusions which the at- 
torney general gave me, using the notes which 
he had made during his reading of the record. 

J was sorry not to be able to embody this 
analysis in my opinion, but time did not 
permit. I therefore directed him to embody 
in a written statement such analysis and 
conclusions as he had given me, file it with 
the record, and date it prior to the date of 
my opinion,.so as to show that my decision 
was fortified by his summary of the evidence 
and his conclusions therefrom.”

Lord Wallscourt; whose ancestral home, 
Ardtrey castle, in County Galway, has just 
been damaged by fire, is in the singular posi- 
ticn of being wholly without a franchise. 
Although he figures in all The standard 
„ peerages and official] works of #eference 
as Lord Wallscourt, served as such in the 
Coldstream guards, is received as such at 
court, and exercises magisterial preroga- 
tives under fhe crown as dep@ty lieutenant 
of the county of Galway, under the name of 
Lord Wallscourt, yet he has not established 
his position in the roll of Irish peers. 

He is, therefore, not eligible to vote in the 
election of representative peers or to become 
a candidate for election to the house of lords, 
while he is, on account of the presumption of 
his peerage, prevented from voting as a com- 
moner. 

This peculiar condition of affairs is due to 
the unique character of the patent by Which 
the barony of Wallscourt was created on 
July 31, 1800. It was bestowed upon Joseph 
Henry. Blake of Ardfrey, where his ancestors 
had been established since 1012, with re- 
mainder in default of issue maje of bis body, 
to the heirs male of the body of Ris father.” 

Strictly speaking, the barony should have 
been conferred upon Joseph Henry Blake's 
father, who was still alive and who Wes a 
power in the county of Galway. But he was 
a Roman Catholic, and by the laws then in 
existence was as such precluded from any 
office or honor. His eldest son was a convert 
to Anglicanism. 7

Some say he became a Protestant in order 
to obtain the peerage, and his conversion 
was not regarded as real. He died three 
years later, during the lifetime of his father, 
and without issue. From the time of his 
demige until that of his father, three or four 
{ years afterward, the barony remained in 

fuspense and was considered by many as 
having become extinct. 

After old Squire Blake's death, however, 
the eldest son of Lord Wallscourt's youngest 
brother, Capt. Ignatius Blake, who had died 
in 1797, prior to the creation of the peerage, 
was induced by his’ relatives to assume his 
uncle's title as second Lord Wallscourt. He, 
too, died without issue, and then in 1816 the 
son of another brother of the first Lord 
Waliscourt assumed the barony, the present 
peer being his son. 

When the patent was made out in 1800 the 
Duke of Portland, then lord Meutenant of 
Ireland, and the famous Lord Casitereagh, 
atterwards Marquis of Londonderry, both 
protested strongly against the tenor and 
wording of the document, realizing that its 
validity would be called into question. But 
the Blakes insisted upon having it just. so, 
and as they were all-powerful in Galway, 
where their support was needed by the crown, 
their wishes were complied with.

MARKED GAIN IN U. S. TRADE 
WITH THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. ’ 


Value of Exports from Aug. 1, 1900, to 
March 31, 1910, Is 511,500,000 
Leading Items Sugar and Cigars. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 15.—There was 
marked increase In the trade cf the United 
States with the Philippines during the firet 
eight months ühder the new tariff law, which 
permits interchange of practically all arti- 
cles free of duty, according to a report of 
the department of commerce and labor, made 
public tonight, 

The total value of exporte to the Philippines 
from Aug. 1. 1909, to March 81, 1110, amount- 
ed to 811,500,000, as against $7,000,000 in the 
corresponding period of the year before. The 
imports from the Philippines in the same 
period amounted to $12;500,000, as compared 
. with $6,500,000 In the same period in the pre- 
vious year. a 

The growth was chiefly in imports of sugar, 
cigars, fruits, nuts, Manila hemp, and other 
fibers. On the export side the increase is’ 
chiefly in cotton, cotton manufectures, iron 
and steel manufactures, boots and shoes, and 
automobiles.
